CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

Claims 15-19 were objected to because the Office has stated that Applicant has submitted 
two copies of claims 15-19 and that one of the copies of claims 15-19 should be removed. Upon 
review of Applicant's copies of the initial filing submission, it appears Applicant's file does not 
include duplicate claims 15-19. However, in order to satisfy the Office's requirement, Applicant 
respectfully submits a duplicate copy of the specification of the International Application as filed and 
a copy of the Preliminary Amendment A as originally filed with the Office on January 23, 2006.
